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Pastor’s  Foreword 

A  CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS 

1957  promise#  to  be  an  eventful  year.  In  one  hundred  years  (1853)  we 
have  gone  from  a  12  Church  Parish  consisting  of  Womelsdorf,  Rehrersburg, 
Millersburg,  Myers  town,  Sinking  Spring,  North  Heidelberg,  Bern,  Reed’s, 
Belleman’s,  Alsace,  ,St.  Michaels,  Geigertown,  Kissinger’s,  Strausstown, 
Host,  Plow  and  St.  Daniel’s.  This  represented  a  Parish  covering  approxi¬ 
mately  300  square  miles  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Thomas  Jaeger.  In 
the  meantime  Parish  boundaries  have  changed  many  times  until  the  hour 
has  come  when  some  of  these  churches  represent  a  one  Church  Parish  and 
another  dozen  churches  have  been  added  in  the  same  territory. 

THE  LAST  DECADE 

During  the  last  decade  each  church  has  improved  in  its  own  way. 

St.  Daniel’s  added  an  educational  unit  and  improved  its  historic  church 
to  the  extent  of  approximately  $125,000.00  besides  the  Memorial  Amphi¬ 
theatre  which  honors  its  heroes  of  two  World  Wars. 

Trinity  has  grown  from  its  small  beginnings  to  a  mature  congregation 
with  375  members  and  doubling  the  capacity  of  Lutheran  Hall.  In  the 
meantime  these  two  churches  were  separated  from  a  four  Church  Parish  to 
a  two  congregation  unit.  They  met  those  increased  obligations  easier  than 
before  and  ended  their  years  with  larger  balances  in  their  respective 
treasuries. 

The  present  status  of  the  solvent  condition  of  each  congregation  can  best 
be  seen  on  the  subsequent  pages  of  this  book  under  the  heading  of  the 
Treasurer’s  Reports. 

THIS  PAST  YEAR 

During  the  past  year  both  churches  of  this  Parish  have  made  tremendous 
forward  strides.  St.  Daniels  has  erected  a  permanent  building  on  the  Fair 
Grounds  at  a  considerable  cost  and  paid  off  over  $4000.00  on  its  Building 
indebtedness  plus  paying  its  full  Benevolence  quota,  Lutheran  World  Action 
and  about  %  of  its  Muhlenberg  College  obligation.  Trinity  has  contracted 
for  $106,000  Educational  Unit,  paid  its  full  -Benevolence  and  Lutheran 
World  Action  and  its  Muhlenberg  quota  was  paid  during  the  previous  year. 

THE  FUTURE 

Such  a  glorious  past  can  only  augur  well  for  the  future  when  a  more 
intensive  work  can  be  done  by  two  Pastors  with  the  help  of  approximately 
1000  members  in  these  two  fine  churches.  Each  one  has  the  fundamental 
buildings  which  can  be  improved  as  the  years  go  by,  to  facilitate  the  more 
highly  specialized  effort  that  is  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  Christ’s 
Kingdom  in  this  new  age. 

AUF  WIEDERSEHEN 

In  a  few  months  the  Pastor  and  his  wife  will  retire  to  their  “Old  Stone 
House”  on  the  banks  of  the  Cocalico,  after  sixteen  years  of  rich  experience 
in  Western  Berks.  We  shall  never  forget  the  many  kindnesses  extended 
to  us.  Whatever  success  attended  our  efforts  was  made  possible  by  your 
loyal  support.  We  shall  continue  to  treasure  your  friendship  but  we  are 
conscious  too  that  your  future  loyalty  must  now  turn  to  the  new  Pastors 
who  will  soon  be  your  shepherds  and  Spiritual  advisors.  We  breathe  a 
prayer  for  your  continued  success  under  their  wise  leadership. 

Please  bear  in  mind  that  this  new  leadership  will  indicate  many  new  and 
what  may  appear  to  be  strange  methods  but  pray  that  you  may  be  loyal 
not  only  to  the  human  leadership  of  your  Pastor  but  above  all,  to  the
